Why Prayer is Heard 


There is only one reason why God 
hears and answers the prayers of sinful 
men. It is because Christ died. Unless 
Christ had died, answered prayer would 
be impossible. Men’s prayers were an- 
swered thousands of years before Christ 
died in the flesh on earth, but he, the 
Lamb, had been slain from the founda- 
tion of the world (Rev. 13:8), and so 
prayer could be answered from the be- 
ginning. An incident in Israel’s history 
sets this forth clearly and in a few 
words, and the New Testament inter- 
prets it for us. Sinning Israel was in 
dire need of God’s help because a mighty 
enemy, the Philistine, was about to at- 
tack. “And Samuel took a sucking lamb, 
and offered it for a burnt-offering wholly 
unto the Lord: and Samuel cried unto 
the Lord for Israel; and the Lord heard 
him” (1 Sam. 7:9). There is the whole 
story. First the blood sacrifice, standing 
for the Lamb of God and his blood shed 


for sinners. Then the prayer of the be- 
lieving sinner. And then, and because 
of this, God’s answer. Here was a his- 
torical foretelling of what we find re- 
peatedly in the New Testament: “But 
now in Christ Jesus ye who sometimes 
were far off are made nigh by the blood 
of Christ” (Eph. 2:13). “Having there- 
fore, brethren, boldness to enter into the 
holiest by the blood of Jesus, .. . let us 
draw near with a true heart in full assur- 
ance of faith” (Heb. 10:19, 22). “Let 
us therefore come boldly unto the throne 
of grace, that we may obtain mercy, and 
find grace to help in time of need” (Heb. 
4:16). Because God gave his Son to 
die in our stead, God can hear and an- 
swer our prayers when we have accepted 
this great sacrifice and really trust him. 
“He that spared not his own Son, but 
delivered him up for us all, how shall 
he not with him also freely give us all 
things?” (Rom. 8:32.)

A Real Jew 


Many who have been Jews only in 
name are becoming real Jews. They 
have been Jews after the flesh, lineal 
descendants of Abraham, but without the 
faith of Abraham. A Christian business 
man writes in a personal letter: “Some 
time ago I was privileged to speak to 
about forty Jews in a department store, 
the owner being present, and I have 
never seen a more attentive number 


who seemed to drink it all in. One man 
asked very seriously: ‘If I accepted 
Jesus Christ as my Messiah, would I 
still be a Jew?’ I assured him: ‘David, 
you are not now a real Jew, as you 
doubt God, and when you believe him 
and take Jesus Christ as your Messiah, 
you will then be a true, believing Jew- 
ish Christian.’ A wistful, hungry look 
came into his face.” One of the great- 
est Jews of all times, who was “circum- 
sized the eight.day, of the stock of Is- 
rael, of the tribe of Benjamin, an 
Hebrew of the: Hebrews” (Phil. 3:5), 
wrote by inspiration: “For he is not 
a Jew, which is one outwardly; neither 
is that circumcision, which is outward 
in the flesh: but he is a Jew, which is 
one inwardly; and circumcision is that 
of the heart, in the spirit, and not in the 
letter; whose praise is not of men, but 
of God” (Rom. 2:28, 29). Again: “And 
if ye be Christ’s, then are ye Abraham’s 
seed, and heirs according to the prom- 
ise” (Gal. 3:29). Surely we Gentiles, 
who have become spiritual children of 
Abraham by faith in “Jesus Christ, the 
son of David, the son of Abraham (Matt. 
1:1; Gal. 3:7), should be faithful in giv- 
ing Jews the Good News that their 
Messiah has come, and is Jesus Christ, 
Son of God and Saviour of the world. 
To Jew and Gentile alike God authorizes 
us to say, “And if ye be Christ’s, then 
are ye Abraham’s seed, and heirs accord- 
ing to the promise” (Gal. 3:29).

Lovest Thou Me? 


NE of Scotland’s great preachers, 
Dr. Alexander Whyte, once told 
the touching story of an old Scot- 
tish woman who lay dying. Her hus- 
band, with sorrowful heart, sat holding 
her hand, and, breaking through a life- 
time of reserve, said tenderly: “Janet, 
if ever a woman was loved, I love you.” 
A smile lit up the face of the dying 
woman as she replied: “I aye kenned 
it, John, but oh, to hear you say it!” 
Christ knew Peter’s heart when he 
addressed the words, “Lovest thou me?” 
to him (John 20:17). He remembered 
Peter’s boastful protestations of loyalty 
to, and subsequent denials of, his Lord. 
He knew, too, when Peter remorsefully 
left the crowded hall to be alone, and 
to repent with bitter tears. He knew 
that Peter loved him, and was only 
waiting fearfully, knowing he was un- 
worthy of forgiveness, again to come 
near his Lord and show himself a true 


disciple. But Christ, wanting to héar 
the words from Peter’s own lips, in ten- 
der pity gave to the self-conscicus, re- 
pentant disciple an opportunity not once, 
but thrice, remembering his threefold 
denial, to declare his love for his Lord. 
And how joyfully did Peter proclaim 
that love: “Lord, thou knowest all 
things; thou knowest that I love thee — 
dearly.” For thus the Greek word for 
love, which Peter uses, is well trans- 
lated. 


How Christ’s heart must have thrilled, 
as he heard the: loving, earnest declara- 
tion! And what unspeakable joy must 
have entered Peter’s own heart, as he 
realized he had been fully forgiven, had 
regained his place in the inner circle 
of the disciples, and was again counted 
worthy to be given a commission in the 
Master’s service, even the carifig for the 
flock of the Good Shepherd. 

Do we love our Saviour? “Lord, thou 
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knowest that we love thee, even though 
our love be far from perfect!” “Let the 
redeemed of the Lord say so,” then! 
Why our timid hearts and halting speech, 
when we know what great things the 
Lord has done for us, and are glad be- 
cause of them? Too often our prayers 
are composed merely of requests; how 
seldom do we praise and adore our Sav- 
iour! “Jehovah thy God is in the midst 
of thee, a mighty one who will save; he 
will rejoice over thee with joy; he will 
rest in his love; he will joy over thee 
with singing.” Christ, the One alto- 
gether lovely, delights in the bride, and 
her love to him is exceedingly precious. 
“How fair is thy love, my sister, my 
bride! How much better is thy love 
than wine!” So sings the bridegroom to 
his beloved. Let us continually praise 
him for his lovingkindness, for how 
abundantly he does satisfy the longing 
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soul! No sacrifice can please him more 


than the sacrifice of our praise. 

Then will come to our hearts, as it 
did to Peter’s, the exquisite joy of fellow- 
ship with our Lord, the assurance of sin 
forgiven and forgotten. How we shall 
delight in our opportunity to witness for 
him who has chosen us for his own! 
The Holy Spirit will be our teacher, to 
tell us what witness to bear, that others 
may be drawn to our Saviour. Espe- 
cially, if we are careful not to grieve 
him, he will guide us that our lives may 
be constantly witnessing for him. Cer- 
tainly it is true that what we are counts 
for more than what we say. May our 
fellowship with our Redeemer be so 
unbroken that those who read our lives 
may constantly see in us not ourselves, 
but Christ who liveth in us. Then shall 
we be living proofs that we love our 
Lord. 














NOTES ON OPEN LETTERS 
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Modernist Denials of 
Our Lord’s Return 


I have been reading a booklet, “‘The 
Second Advent of Our Lord,” by a Bap- 
tist minister in Adelaide, South Australia: 
“Jesus came at the fall of Jerusalem; he 
comes every day’’; that style. The writer 
Says: 


“The words of Jesus were passed 
through the Jewish minds of his hearers, 
and I am strongly disposed to think that 
sometimes, all unconsciously, the words 
of Jesus were given a Jewish Apocalyptic 
form and coloring. This sometimes hap- 
pened when Christ’s reporters were doing 
their utmost to be strictly accurate in 
their work. 


“When we carefully study the Gospels 
in Matthew, Mark, Luke, we shall find 
that Matthew, in particular, again and 
again shows the influence of his early 
familiarity with the apocalyptic writings. 


“We find ourselves faced with a big 
difficulty here. Did Jesus himself share 
the apocalyptic conception of the speedy 
coming of the Messiah in power and great 
glory, or have certain of his utterances 
been unconsciously misinterpreted? 


“We know that our Lord was not om- 
niscient while he was here on earth. His 
knowledge was limited—this is plainly 
asserted in the Gospels. He was liable, 
therefore, to make this mistake.” 


Of course the Scripture referred to is 
Mark 13:32: “But of that day and that 
hour knoweth no man, no, not the angels 
which are in heaven, neither the Son, but 
the Father.” Will you be good enough to 
explain what this Scripture means? Maybe 
other readers would welcome some ex- 
planation which does not “beat around the 
bush” and leave us as we were. The 
critics point to that verse, “This is what 
the Scripture says,” and we are at a loss 
to give an adequate explanation.—A reader 
in Yunnan, China. 


Why do the critics claim as a final 
authority one verse of Scripture while 
they toss to the winds scores or hun- 
dreds of other Scripture passages? 
Could one ask for more convincing evi- 
dence of the illogical, irrational, incon- 
sistent, and insincere attitude and prac- 
tice of the destructive critics of the Bible 
than the significant fact brought out in 
this letter? Here is a Modernist who 
throws out great blocks of Scripture, 


Old Testament and New, which declare 
a truth reiterated more frequently 
throughout the Bible than any other, 
the Second Coming of Christ, because 
he does not want to believe in the Lord’s 
return. Yet he seizes upon a single 
verse, found only once in the entire 
Bible, and triumphantly quotes this as 
proving his case beyond all appeal! In 
other words, when the critics agree 
with some Scripture they point to it 
as conclusive. When they disagree with 
Scripture they count it incdnclusive and 
worthless. Is this method scientific, ra- 
tional, fair, sane, or honest? Would it 
be tolerated in any other field of study 
or argument? 

Not that the statement of a truth only 
once in all the Bible lessens in any way 
its authority and finality as a divine 
revelation. Whatever God says once is 
true. But the critics often deny Bible 
truths on the ground that they are found 
in only one or two passages and not in 
many,—the virgin birth of Christ, for 
example: because it is not mentioned by 
Mark, or John, or Paul, but only (yet in 
great fullness of detail) by Matthew and 
Luke, therefore we need not believe it! 
Evangelical believers recognize that one 
utterance by God is sufficient, and accept 
without question our Lord’s statement 
concerning the time of his second com- 
ing, that the day and the hour have not 
been revealed and, when he spoke those 
words, were not known to “the angels 
which are in heaven, neither the Son, 
but the Father.” But to say that, be- 
cause of any divinely ordained limita- 
tion of knowledge on the part of the Son 
of God during his earthly incarnation, 
he was mistaken in any matcer, or liable 
to make any mistake, betrays gross ig- 
norance on the part of one who jumps 
to this conclusion. The Bible, which 
is wholly the inspired and infallible 
Word of God, gives us a progressive rev- 
elation; that is, truths were partly re- 
vealed in the earlier Scriptures which 
were not fully revealed until the later 
parts of Scripture were given. But this 
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does not mean that there was any mis- 
take in the earlier revelations given by 
the Holy Spirit to Old Testament 
writers. Incomplete revelation does not 
mean mistaken revelation. The Gospel 
of salvation for lost sinners, whereby 
Christ was to die as the sinner’s Sub- 
stitute and Saviour, is found in Genesis 
3:15; it was a true and infallible reve- 
lation of the Gospel; but no intelligent 
reader of the Bible would claim that 
it is as complete a revelation of the Gos- 
pel as we find in Romans, or Galatians, 
or Hebrews. Let us set it down as a 
vital fact and principle in all our Bible 
study that incompleteness, with relation 
to Scripture, never means imperfection 
or mistake. 

Jesus Christ was God, therefore infal- 
lible as only God is. Many Scriptures 
declare this. But in the unfathomable 
mystery of the Son of God, eternally one 
with the Father, becoming man as a 
babe born of the virgin Mary and grow- 
ing up as a normal—the only truly 
normal— boy and man among men, we 
read that “Jesus increased in wisdom 
and stature, and in favour with God and 
man” (Luke 2:52). How could he who 
was God increase in wisdom and in favor 
with God? This is part of the mystery 
of the incarnation, which is described by 
inspiration in Philippians 2:6-8, where 
we read that the eternal Christ, although 
equal with God, “made himself of no 
reputation,” or literally, as in the Re- 
vised Version, “emptied himself.” We 
know that during his earthly lifetime the 
Son of God lived as a man the life of 
faith in utter dependence upon his 
heavenly ‘Father. If he could increase 
in wisdom as a boy and young man, 
why should there be any difficulty in 
accepting the fact that, during his earthly 
lifetime, he voluntarily renounced cer- 
tain knowledge and information that his 
Father had? 

This limitation of the knowledge or 
omniscience of Christ during his earthly 
lifetime is recognized ‘by leading com- 
mentators. 

The “Cambridge Bible for Schools” 
notes that in Mark 13:32, “It is here said 
by Himself that His knowledge is lim- 
ited.” 

The “Annotated Bible,” by A. C. Gaeb- 
elein, says the passage “is explained by 
the Lord having taken the place of 
humiliation as a Servant, for ‘the serv- 
ant knoweth not what ‘his lord doeth.’ 
This is why the statement appears only 
in Mark.” 

In the “Handy Commentary” edited by 
Bishop Ellicott we read: “It is obvi- 
ously doing violence to the plain mean- 
ing of the words to dilute them into the 
statement that the Son of man did not 
communicate the knowledge which He 
possessed as the Son of God. If we 
are perplexed at the mystery of this 
confession in One in whom we recog- 
nize the presence of ‘the fulness of the 
Godhead bodily’ (Col. 1:19; 2:9), we 
may find that which may help us at 
least to wait patiently for the full un- 
derstanding of the mystery, in St. Paul’s 
teaching, that the eternal Word, in be- 
coming flesh, ‘emptied Himself’ (see 
Phil. 2:7) of the infinity which belongs 
to the divine attributes, and took upon

Is the World in the Shadow of Armageddon?

RMAGEDDON! Everywhere the 
A word is on the tip of the tongue. 
The man on the street refers to it 
vaguely as the war clouds gather; the 
newspaper correspondents include it in 
their foreign dispatches. Every un- 
usual event in international relations 
is regarded as a possible “incident” that 
may lead to a new World War. All the 
world is apprehensive of Armageddon. 
Reference is made to Armageddon in 
the sixteenth and nineteenth chapters 
of Revelation, in which it appears that 
a battle of the nations is to precede the 
millennium, and another such battle 
is to follow it. The attention of Bible 
students of prophecy is directed increas- 
ingly to Ezekiel 38 and 39, which are 
Old Testament portions dealing with 
Armageddon. It will, therefore, be 
profitable to ascertain whether these 
prophecies refer to our day and age. If 
so, what nations are indicated, and are 
there trends in world politics that would 
show the formation of such world alli- 
ances? 


Interpretations of Ezekiel’s Prophecy 


There are several possible viewpoints 
regarding the fulfillment of the proph- 
ecies in Ezekiel. 

By the critical school of interpretation 
this portion is said to refer to some in- 
vasion of Palestine in the day of the 
prophet, and that the imagery was sug- 
gested to him by the Scythian invasion 
of Asia Minor in the time of Josiah, 
about 630 B. C. (Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica, 1lth Ed. XII, 190c). The plain 
reading of the text, however, shows that 
the fulfillment is to take place at a time 
far removed from Ezekiel’s day, by the 
use of the phrases “in the latter years” 
or “in the latter days,” as in Ezekiel 
38:8 and 16: “After many days thou 
shalt be visited: in the latter years thou 
shalt come into the land that is brought 
back from the sword, and is gathered 
out of many people, against the moun- 
tains of Israel, which have been always 
waste: but it is brought forth out of the 
nations, and they shall dwell safely all 
of them. . . . And thou shalt come up 
against my people of Israel, as a cloud 
to cover the land; it shall be in the 
latter days, and I will bring thee against 
my land, that the heathen may know 
me, when I shall be sanctified in thee, 
O Gog, before their eyes.” These ex- 
pressions are used throughout Scripture 
to refer to the closing stage of this dis- 
pensation, which epoch immediately 
precedes the establishment of the Mes- 
sianic Kingdom in the earth. 

Some scholars would make _ these 
chapters to be a “prophetical parable,” 
of no historical or prophetical signifi- 
cance. A. R. Fausset, in the Commen- 
tary of Jamieson, Fausset and Brown, 


suggests a non-literal fulfillment, on the 


ground that nations so congregated “are 


The actual panic that followed the 
radio dramatization and adaptation 
of H. G. Wells’ “The War of the 
Worlds” on Sunday evening, Octo- 
ber 30, in New York, New Jersey, 
and Pennsylvania is strong proof 
that people are living in expecta- 
tion of strange events.

selected from places most distant from 
Israel, and from one another, and there- 
fore most unlikely to act in concert”; 
and because “the gross carnality of the 
representation of God’s dealings with 
His adversaries is inconsistent with Mes- 
sianic times.” J. J. Reeves, writing on 
“Gog” in the International Standard 
Bible Encyclopedia, is of the opinion 
that “the fulfillment of this strange 
prophecy can never be literal. In gen- 
eral it seems to refer to’the last and des- 
perate attempts of a dying heathenism 
to overturn the true religion of Jehovah, 
or make capital out of it, profiting by 
its great advantages.” 


In the Light of Recent Events 


There is also a third possibility, that 
the prophecy refers partly or entirely to 
the final revolt of the nations at the 
close of the millennial age. This was 
suggested by the late Dr. C. I. Scofield 
and others; and emphasis is made on the 
description of Palestine in Ezekiel 38:11: 
“And thou shalt say, I will go up to 
the land of unwalled villages; I will go 
to them that are at rest, that dwell 
safely, all of them dwelling without 
walls, and having neither bars nor 
gates.” This, they allege, is hardly true 
of Palestine today. 

There is no suggestion of parabolic 
language in the text; and the sanest 
method of interpretation would be that 
of viewing this prophecy in its setting. 
Ezekiel 37 foretells an awakening in 
Judaism scattered among the Gentile 
nations, a regathering into their land, 
and the re-establishment of the Davidic 
kingdom. The prophetic portions under 
consideration do refer to the time when 


“the people that are gathered out of 
the nations, which have gotten cattle 
and goods ... dwell in the midst of the 
land” (38:12). Only within the past 
generation has this condition been ful- 
filled, for only very recently, historically 
speaking, has the land of Palestine been 
guaranteed to the Jews as a national 
home. It is contended by some that the 
Zionist colonies in Palestine and the 
Mandate cannot be considered a “return 
of the Jews.” But it should be remem- 
bered that the dispersion took place over 
a long period, with the final phases be- 
tween A. D. 70 and 135. The Scriptures 
teach a gradual return to the land; and 
the “Back to Zion” movement slowly got 
under way after the middle of the nine- 
teenth century, with the great impetus 
given by Zionism, the Balfour Decree, 
and intensification by the rising anti- 
Semitism in Europe. It cannot be em- 
phasized too strongly that now, for the 
first time in history, are conditions in 
Palestine approaching the state de- 
scribed in Ezekiel 38; and therefore it 
would appear that the complete fulfill- 
ment of the prophecy is now at the 
door. 


The Scene of Many Battles 


A further question may be asked. Are 
we to understand that there is to be a 
literal coalition of nations, headed by 
Gog from Magog, against the Jews, and 
that their massed forces are to be de- 
feated in a literal battle of Armageddon? 
It is the writer’s understanding of the 
prophecies that their fulfillment is to 
be literal, that “the way of the kings 
of the East” (Rev. 16:12-16) is now be- 
ing prepared, and that the nations will 
gather to their final overthrow in 
Armageddon, the very plain of Esdrae- 
lon, where the stars in their courses 
fought for Deborah and Barak against 
Sisera (Judges 4 and 5), where Gideon’s 
little band routed the host of Midian 
(Judges 7), where Pharaoh Necho de- 
feated the rash Josiah (2 Kings 23:29, 
30), where marched and _—= counter- 
marched the Syrians, Egyptians, and 
Jews in Hasmonean days, where the 
Saracens drove back the Crusaders, and 
where Napoleon in 1799, after routing 
the Turks, began the first great retreat 
of his career. 

With the return of the Jews to Pales- 
tine and conditions in the land similar 
to those contained in the prophecies of 
Ezekiel, it will be to the point to inquire 
if there are indications in world diplo- 
macy pointing to the formation of the 
military alliances foretold. First, we 
must identify the nations to which ref- 
erence is made; and second, we must 
draw from a study of historical processes 
and current diplomacy the indications, 
if any, of such alignments of nations for 
and against the Jews in Palestine.

It 
would seem not, as the reader follows 
the course of these two strong charac- 
ters through ‘an intensely interesting 
and attractive story. They meet and 
mingle with other young people of both 
classes, and romance crosses and re- 
crosses their path, but each scene and 
conversation only serves to bring out 
in sharper outline the barriers which 
separate them. 

The purpose of the author is unde- 
niably a serious one, seeking to impress 
upon the reader the need, opportunity, 
and responsibility of taking the Gospel 
to a people so close at hand and yet so 
devoid of it. That something more is 
needed than the mere handing out of a 
tract is plainly shown. The possibility 
of winning the Jews for Christ by means 
of visits, conversations, social kind- 
nesses, and courtesies, is well demon- 
strated, but no effort is made to conceal 
the tremendous obstacles that must be 
overcome before the precious fruit can 
be gathered, and even then it is only 
a one by one process. There is no easy 
road to success in this undertaking, but

well-expended effort brings heart-sat- 
isfying reward. A valuable feature of 
the book is the sympathetic portrayal 
of the high cost the Jew must pay to 
become a Christian. 

While the story interest is rightly kept 
prominent throughout, yet the author 
has succeeded well in opening up be- 
fore the eyes: of the average Christian 
and church member what may be to a 
great many a vast “undiscovered area” 
in the realm of city and home mission- 
ary work. 


Workmen of God. By Oswald Cham- 
bers. (Dodd, Mead and Co., New York, 
$1.25.) The author of “My Utmost for 
His Highest” has gone Home to glory, 
but from the fruitful messages and min- 
istry of his early years his wife has 
brought together a new devotional book 
that is a rare contribution to the litera- 
ture for Christian workers. His brilliant 
intellect and his warm devotion to the 
Lord and to the Word are shown in this 
series of studies first given when he was 
principal of a Bible training college, but 
they will be eagerly welcomed by that 
wider circle who have found much 
blessing in his later writings. With ex- 
quisite skill he combines comfort with 
challenge, reassurance with rebuke, 
heart-warming encouragement with 
heartfelt warning. The worker is faced 
not with a lot of detached proof texts 
but with a brief, concise, yet complete 
message of spiritual warmth and power, 
giving help in dealing with all the vari+ 
ous types of souls that one is likely to 
meet. 


The Great Physician. By G. Campbell 
Morgan, D.D. (Fleming H. Revell Co., 
New York, $2.50.) Every one who de- 
sires to be a winner of souls would be 
helped by a careful study of this book. 
It is impossible to read it without an 
ever growing wonder at the person of 
our Lord. 

The book is remarkable in quite a 
number of ways. For one thing it is 
remarkable in its make-up. There are 
fifty studies, each one occupying eight 
pages, making a book of exactly four 
hundred pages. It would seem that this 
might cramp the author’s style, and yet 
Dr. Morgan seems to say just that for 
which each character calls. Our Lord 
referred to his work as that of the Phy- 
sician. This applies to the spiritual as 
well as the mental and physical. It is 
fascinating to watch this Physician deal 
with those who came to him. He is the 
only One who can make a man “every 
whit whole.” We are struck with the 
fact that he dealt in a different way 
with each case. 

It is good to see Dr. Morgan’s insis- 
tence upon the necessity for the new 
birth. He calls attention to the fact 
that Nicodemus is the only one to whom 
he said, You must be “born from above,” 
and yet “he so said it as to show that 
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it applies to every human being.” “There 
is no way into new life, there is no way 
into true value or worth in the commu- 
nity but the way of the new birth.” 

As we watch the Great Physician in 
these studies we are humbled, for we 
see how little we really know about 
dealing with souls, and yet we are en- 
couraged to follow in his steps. Most 
of the cases are those with whom Christ 
deals directly, and yet several are those 
whom he heals by the Spirit as he 
operates through the members of his 
Body, the Church. The author lays em- 
phasis upon the fact that the disciples 
“went forth and preached everywhere, 
the Lord working with them.” 


The Heathen. By Henry W. Frost. 
(Fundamental Truth Publishers, Find- 
lay, Ohio, paper, 35 cents.) We wish that 
every Christian in America could have 
the facts of the heathen world before 
him as presented in this volume. Dr. 
Frost, who was at one time director in 
this country of the China Inland Mis- 
sion, is abundantly qualified to give us 
facts which should stir every believer 
to action. His book is crammed full 
of information. He gives us biological, 
geographical, legendary, moral, relig- 
ious, Scriptural, and spiritual facts. We 
often hear the question asked, “Are the 
heathen who never hear the Gospel 
lost?” No true believer will ever ask 
that question again after hearing what 
Dr. Frost has to tell us. A reading of 
this book makes us shudder as we learn 
of the awful condition of millions apart 
from Christ. Quite a number of strik- 
ing examples of the power of the Gos- 
pel are given. Many mission study books 
of little value are used by denomina- 
tions. One wishes they could be re- 
placed by a study of this book. 


Draw Up a Chair. By William H. 
Ridgway. (W. A. Wilde Co., Boston, 
$1.25.) This is the third collection of 
Mr. Ridgway’s stories and reminiscences 
written in his own inimitable style. 
Those who have read the two earlier 
books, “In God We Trust—And Why 
Not?” and “The Christian Gentleman,” 
will find more delightful anecdotes, and 
humorous stories in this latest vofume, 
skillfully interwoven with lessons in 
spiritual truths and good, homely com- 
mon sense. There is the sequel to the 
story of* Mr. Ridgway’s visit to New 
York’s Chinatown, which appeared in 
the second volume; there are descriptions 
of Billy Sunday’s meetings at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, of the gift of 
chickens which were sent by the Iron 
Rose Bible Class as “Missionaries in 
Feathers” to Dr. Higginbottom’s work 
in India, of an open-air meeting at Rock 
Run when a converted steel worker 
gave a clever answer to a heckleér’s 
question about hell; and many personal 
experiences, such as Mr. Ridgway’s bold 
testimony to old college friends of his 
at areunion. It is regrettable that while 
he himself believes and teaches that 
there is no other way of salvation ex- 
cept through faith in the atonement 
_made by Christ, yet at times he talks 
of Catholic, Protestant, and Jew as 
though all were saved because of their 
sincerity and faithfulness to their own 
beliefs. But those who know Mr. Ridg- 
way personally, and who follow his les- 
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son articles, know that he has a big, 
warm heart, and a genuine desire to lead 
men to the only Saviour. His multitude 
of friends will read his latest book with 
interest and pleasure and profit. 


The Prodigal’s Father. By Charles Wm. 
Elsey, D.D. (Broadman Press, Nashville, 
Tenn., $1.) Hundreds of sermons have 
been preached upon our Lord’s match- 
less story of the prodigal son. In most 
of them the son, his sin and repentance, 
have been the central theme. Here is a 
detailed study of the prodigal’s father. 
In six chapters, each a sermon in itself, 
the author presents six outstanding 
characteristics of that benevolent, provi- 
dent, indulgent, patient, compassionate, 
impartial father who saw his son re- 
turning “when he was yet a great way 
off,” and went eagerly to meet him. 
“Deep in the nature of God, imbedded in 
the soul of Deity beyond the depth of 
human plummet to sound or the heart 
of man to conceive, there is necessity in 
the Godhead to rejoice over a repenting 
sinner. . . . Possible for a human being 
to make glad the heart of God. The 








The Man Who Could Not Sin 


By Newman Watts. (Fleming H. 
Revell Co., New York, $1.50.) 





ECIL Mackay opened his eyes into a 

new world, or rather the same old 
world under new and better auspices. 
The home in which he found himself 
was most attractive, but somewhat 
strange in form. The thick, pliable 
glass walls could be rolled up at will; 
many of the rooms had no outside walls 
at all, and there was no such thing as 
lock and key. Each house stood separate 
and alone, and had its own garden. The 
people, too, were remarkable, perfect 
in physique and with a wholesome, 
natural beauty. The mechanical inven- 
tions and conveniences were astonish- 
ing, especially the development of the 
radio. Its use was universal, and each 
piece of news was accompanied by a 
moving picture of the scene portrayed, 
so perfect had the working of tele- 
vision become. At first Cecil wondered 
that there was no news of international 
complications, of accidents and disasters, 
of gangsters and tragedies, and no news 
of deaths or prominent people. Yet 
there was news in plenty, and it came 
from Jerusalem, Africa, South America, 
Siberia. 

There were no prisons and no law 
courts in this new world. There was 
one universal language, Hebrew, though 
all spoke in their own tongues as well. 
Travel was almost entirely by airplane, 
used as freely as automobile or bicycle 
ever were. 

Cecil had lived in England and knew 
it well, but everything there was 
changed. The British Museum was 
housed in a new and modern building, 
and here by means of an ingenious de- 
vice a file of the principal newspapers 
for the past 225 years could easily be 
read. Through these newspapers, and 
under the leadership of his guide, Cecil 
learned very largely what had taken 
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statement sounds audacious.” The author 
points out that the translation, “meet 
that we should make merry,” is inade- 
quate. The literal meaning is actually 
bound to do so. God’s very nature laid 
the imperative demand upon him. The 
writer notes that the Lord Jesus in all 
three parables of the chapter identifies 
himself inseparably with God the Father. 
The whole Godhead grieves over one 
single soul astray and rejoices in 
heavenly rapture when it is found and 
brought back. 


Business Men of the Bible. By James 
C. Muir. (National Publishing Co., 
Philadelphia, $1.) This scholarly work 
is not a biographical study of different 
Bible characters, as its name seems to 
indicate, but a study of the customs of 
the advance agents of trade and com- 
merce as revealed by the Bible and by 
archeology. The writing of it by this 
business man was inspired by his earlier 
book on Biblical archeology. His de- 
sire is that the business men who read 
these pages may learn something about 
the pioneers in their particular line of 
business endeavor. He states that it has 
long been his intention to strike an un- 
usual but happy note in calling attention 
to the greatest of all books, the Bible. 
In this we believe he has succeeded. He 
is sarcastic about modern government 
regulation of business as he exposes this 
practice as an ancient failure. His study 
of the customs of long ago enables him 
to give much sage advice for our day. 
His keen sense of humor makes his 
little book very readable. It is good to 
hear a business man say, “No man ever 
lost anything desirable by studying the 
Bible.” 


His Last Will. By James A. Sutherland, 
D.D. (Fundamental Truth Publishers, 
Findlay, Ohio, cloth, $1; paper, 50 cents.) 
Many have been confused by those who 
mix the privileges and principles of the 
two covenants in the Bible and there is 
need for truthful and constructive clari- 
fication of the problem. Dr. Sutherland 
has in mind the confusion that is intro- 
duced into the Christian fellowship by 
those who propagate the error of Sev- 
enth Day worship. With the ability of 
an effective teacher he defines the old 
covenant and develops the principle that 
the new covenant is the last will and 
testament of our Lord Jesus Christ. This 
being the case there is of necessity a 
change of the divine economy, and Dr. 
Sutherland develops that. The new cove- 
nant, he affirms, is not only final but 
eternal. The book closes with an evan- 
gelistic appeal. Here is a work of clear 
teaching which effectively. controverts 
the error of the legalists who stréss the 
obligatory nature of Seventh Day wor- 
ship.

Bentley Duncan. (Pickering and Inglis, 
Ltd., 229 Bothwell St., Glasgow, Scot- 
land, 2 shillings sixpence; may be had 
from Loizeaux Bros., New York.)

An opportunity to test your own knowledge

ning exists today of which few are 

aware. Ne Bible student attuned 
to the times can fail to be impressed 
by the flood of reliable, Scriptural litera- 
ture now available. It would seem as 
if the Holy Spirit were inspiring his 
saints with greater visions in a last 
attempt to complete the Body of Christ, 
the Church. An increasing number of 
churches are installing book tables 
where helpful literature may be ob- 
tained. These concur in reporting re- 
sults. 

One seeking college student recently 
read the Word, came under conviction, 
accepted Christ; but for lack of further 
instruction his testimony was paralyzed 
for months. Then a thoughtful Chris- 
tian worker correctly diagnosed the dif- 
ficulty, prescribed a certain author for 
help, and the young man’s eyes were 
opened. 

Often books with a Christian message 
even become instruments of the Holy 
Spirit in drawing individuals to the 
Word itself. A Jewish lad read a Scrip- 
tural account of creation recommended 
him by a Christian, became deeply in- 
terested, and turned to the Bible. There 
he met Christ and is now rejoicing. 
Since God has chosen this as a means 
of working in the closing days of this 
dispensation it behooves Christians to 
co-operate. 

A graduate of a Midwestern Bible In- 
stitute recently revealed the Lord’s 
leading in his life in this direction. 
Although earnestly desiring to minister 
the Word, he found barriers at every 
turn. Doors mysteriously closed in his 
face. Finally, brought to the realization 
that he was following the dictates of 
his own will, not God’s, he surrendered 
and asked divine guidance. Soon he 
found employment in a bookstore where 
only Scriptural literature was sold. And 
there, as opportunity to recommend 
books written to inspire spiritual growth 
increased, he became more convinced 
that this service was God’s will for him. 

So with many of us. God’s plan may 
not lead us to the pulpit or mission 
field, but it should lead us all to witness 
for him. In this it is our obligation to 
take advantage of each opportunity as 
it is offered. Recommending valuable 
literature is a definite opportunity. How 
often have we met the question of a 
new convert with the stammering ex- 
cuse: “You'll find help on that ques- 
tion in ‘Rightly Dividing the Word of 
Truth,’ by —er—a—a”? And he gets 
no help. 

Soul-winners have little success with- 
out Scripture at their command. We 
are anxious to have pertinent verses at 
our finger tips. Why not be able to 
recommend good books? And here as 
with Scripture, half-truths aren’t half 
enough. A verse becomes more valu- 
able when it can be located.

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Him the limitations necessarily implied 
in any real assumption of our human- 
ny . 

In Jamieson, Fausset’ and Brown’s 
Commentary we read: “Whether it means 
that the Son was not at that time in 
possession of the knowledge referred to, 
or simply that it was not among the 
things which He had received to com- 
municate —has been a matter of much 
controversy even amongst the firmest 
believers in the proper Divinity of 
Christ. In the latter sense it was taken 
by some of the most eminent of the 
ancient Fathers, and by Luther, Melanc- 
thon, and most of the elder Lutherans; 
and it is so taken by Bengel, Lange, 
Webster and Wilkinson. Chrysostom 
and others understood it to mean that 
as man our Lord was ignorant of this. 
It is taken literally by Calvin, Grotius, 
De Wette, Meyer, Fritzsche, ‘Stier, Al- 
ford, and Alexander.” 


Coming back to other statements about 
the Lord’s return quoted by the reader 
in China from the Baptist minister in 
Australia, it is evident that the Austral- 
ian minister recognizes no divine author- 
ity in Scripture as Scripture, but throws 
out what he will and accepts what he 
will. He speaks condescendingly of 
“Jewish Apocalyptic.” It so happens 
that the Book of Daniel is Jewish Apoc- 
alyptic, and is also the inspired and in- 
fallible Word of God. Our Lord quoted 
Daniel to his disciples (Matt. 24:15) as 
divine authority and as part of “the 
scripture [that] cannot be broken” (John 
10:35). The word apocalyptic means 
“of or pertaining to a revelation, ... 
containing, of the nature of, or having 
to do with, prophetic revelation.” It 
comes from the word apocalypse, from 
the Greek meaning to “uncover.” So 
the last book of the Bible, the Revela- 
tion, is often and properly spoken of as 
The Apocalypse, the Greek word for 
this being found in the first verse, “The 
Revelation [Apocalypse] of Jesus 
Christ.” Other apocalyptic parts of 
Scripture are found in Isaiah, Jeremiah, 
Ezekiel, Joel, Zechariah, in the Gospels, 
and in such other New Testament pas- 
sages as 2 Thessalonians 2. 

But there is also much “Jewish Apoc- 
alyptic” found in literature that is not 
part of the Bible and was not inspired, 
as in certain books of the Apocrypha, 
such as the well-known book of Enoch. 
The many and conspicuous differences 
between the “Jewish Apocalyptic” found 
in the Apocrypha and elsewhere in un- 
inspired writings, and the “Jewish Apoc- 
alyptic” found in God’s inspired Word, 
are as great as the differences between 
God’s thoughts and man’s thoughts, 
God’s ways and man’s. “For as the 
heavens are higher than the earth, so 
are my ways higher than your ways, 
and my thoughts than your thoughts,” 
says God (Isa. 55:9). Possibly the Lord 
knew more about the truth than the 
Australian Baptist minister, even about 


the truth of apocalypse or revelation, 
when he said in one of his great apoca- 
lyptic discourses: “Heaven and earth 
shall pass away: but my words shall 
not pass away” (Luke 21:33). No pro- 
phetic picture of future events found in 
God’s Word, whether Old Testament or 
New, is given any “form and coloring” 
from uninspired and mistaken prophecy 
found in Jewish writings, for we know 
that “the [Scripture] prophecy came not 
in old time by the will of man: but holy 
men of God spake as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost” (2 Pet. 1:21). 

The men whom God chose as his hu- 
man instruments to write the Scriptures 
do not need the egotistical and blind 
commendation of the Australian critic 
to the effect that they “were doing their 
utmost to be strictly accurate in their 
work.” They did not have to do their 
utmost to be accurate; this was the re- 
sponsibility of the Holy Spirit who gave 
them their God-breathed messages, and 
these messages were as accurate and 
infallible as God himself. For “all scrip- 
ture is given by inspiration of God [is 
God-breathed], and is profitable” (2 
Tim. 3:16). 

Answering the question which the 
Australian critic says faces him as “a 
big difficulty,” the true believer knows 
that the Lord Jesus Christ did not “share 
the apocalyptic conception of the speedy 
coming of the Messiah in power and 
great glory,” but he created that con- 
ception, — which was not, by the way, 
a mere “conception” at all, but a divine 
statement of a literal fact that is as cer- 
tain to occur as was the fact of the first 
coming of the Messiah in humiliation as 
the babe of Bethlehem. The critic in- 
terpolates the word “speedy,” however, 
which Christ did not use; on the con- 
trary, our Lord plainly taught that he 
was not coming back soon, but “after 
a long time” (Matt. 25: 14-19). 

In the light of what is happening to- 
day among the nations, in literal and 
detailed fulfillment of Old and New 
Testament apocalyptic prophecies con- 
cerning the course of this age and the 
last days before the Lord’s return, it is 
difficult indeed to understand how men 
can’ be so complacently blind to the 
Word of God and the facts before our 
eyes. That the nations today seem to 
be lining up in just such coalitions and 
military alliances as are foretold in 
Ezekiel 38 will be brought out in three 
remarkable articles. discussing the pro- 
phetic Scriptures under the title “In the 
Shadow of Armageddon”; they are writ- 
ten for THE Sunpay ScHoot Times by 
Dr. V. Raymond Edman, Associate Pro- 
fessor of Political Science at Wheaton 
College, and will be published in early 
issues. Another editorial in this depart- 
ment of Notes on Open Letters, in a 
coming issue, will discuss a strangely 
illogical and unscriptural review of the 
book “The Second Advent of Our Lord” 
about which the reader in China has in- 
quired. 
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Noyes, poet and former Princeton 

professor, who became a Ro- 
man Catholic eleven years ago, is 
now getting lessons regarding his spir- 
itual refuge. He had written a “Life 
of Voltaire” which, strange as it may 
seem, he thought of as a means of 
winning converts to Rome. “In . one 
case,” he writes, “the President of 
Notre Dame University tells me that 
he has hopes of an extremely important 
conversion to the Catholic faith as a di- 
rect result of this book.” 

But the authorities at Rome have upset 
his plans and condemned his book. Vol- 
taire simply cannot be whitewashed in 
their judgment, and they are right. Did 
not his physician and friend who was 
with him in his dying hours, Dr. Tron- 
chin, say: “In comparing the death of 
a good man to that of Voltaire I have 
seen the difference between a happy 
passage and a tempest. Let one remem- 
ber the furies of Orestes! So died Vol- 
taire !” 

Mr. Noyes complains bitterly of this 
decree which “not only wipes out three 
years of a man’s work but keeps him in 
mental torment for months so that he 
can do no other work. It gives him no 
explanation or any date when he may 
expect an explanation. He is allowed 
no defense. He knows nothing until he is 
struck.” A large edition which was to go 
to convert America has been withdrawn; 
the French translation, “made with great 
labor,” suppressed. To the suggestion 
that he make changes in the book Mr. 
Noyes says: “I cannot in conscience 
make corrections under duress... . It is 
the first time in history that any Eng- 
lish man of letters of any standing, or 
indeed any English writer who, in his

work, has ‘reverenced conscience as his . 


king,’ has had any order addressed to 
him in such terms.” 

So we have a useful glimpse into the 
shadows where the Pharisees of Rome 
are compassing sea and land to make 
proselytes. But to make proselytes to 
Rome by the life’and example of Vol- 
taire seems hardly to be surpassed in 
grotesqueness. 


In the Mississippi Delta—Miss Jessie 
Parmelee has a mission school on the 
Bayou Grand, one of the streams in the 
Mississippi delta. The people are of pre- 
dominantly Indian stock with French, 
Spanish, and Portuguese admixture, dat- 
ing back to the days when the pirate 
Lafitte reigned secure along the Bara- 
taria Coast. For four years the school 
has been going on, teaching all the sub- 
jects of the public school, but specializ- 
ing in the Bible. There are forty pupils. 
The prayer which Miss Parmelee hears 
most often in Sunday night services is, 
“Our Father, please help my boy to 
learn quickly, so that he can read the 
Bible to us at home.” The older people 


also are learning to read, and men carry 
Bibles with them in their boats. But 
dependence is still put on the children 
who read what they have learned dur- 
ing the day, a Bible being loaned from 
home to home. 


Coming from the East and the West. 
A Kurdish Mohammedan of priestly 
family and himself a priest, who was 
credited with having direct revelations 
from the angel Gabriel, was converted 
some years ago and baptized a Chris- 
tian. Since then he has taken his medi- 
cal degree and evangelizes while prac- 
ticing. His skill has brought him into 
contact with the Shah of Persia and 
helped to break down much antipathy 
among mullahs (teachers) and shieks. 
People of various nationalities regularly 
attend his large Bible class in Teheran. 

Dr. J. M. Ruiz, the best educated and 
otherwise the leading Roman Catholic 
priest in Nicaragua, recently rose in 
the Baptist church in Managua in re- 
sponse to an invitation of the pastor to 
those who wanted Christ. Since then 
he has been baptized. As a young man 
Dr. Ruiz was selected to go to Rome 
to be educated in the famous Gregorian 
University. At one time he was head 
of the Seminary of the Roman Church 
in Leon. 


“Circles of Five” in Java, World Do- 
minion tells us, are groups of youth who 
gather to read the Bible under one of 
their number as leader, in the higher 
classes of elementary and secondary 
schools. Each circle becomes a sort of 
union of secrecy and fidelity of uncom- 
mon strength, marked by personal de- 
votion. They meet each week, and at- 
tendance is a sacred duty not to be 
slighted. Printed outlines of Bible study 
are sent to each circle and these are 
discussed at the meetings. Co-ordination 
and union are secured by a monthly 
gathering of leaders among these young 
people. The number five was chosen 
because in Java it is a sacred number 
which expresses completeness. Five is 
the number of the fingers and expresses 
unity with individuality. Five was also 
the number of the prayer circle in Anti- 
och from which the Holy Ghost selected 
and commissioned Paul (Acts 13:1, 2). 


Clerical Politics Denounced.—Twenty 
thousand Irish Catholics listened eagerly 
to Father Michael O’Flanagan in Madi- 
son Square Garden as he denounced 
papal interference in the Spanish civil 
war. : 

“You are not bound to follow the 
leadership of your pastor in political af- 
fairs. It is your duty to resent the in- 
troduction of political discussion into 
your church and to refuse to buy at, or 
near, the door of the church any publi- 
cation that dabbles in political propa- 
ganda. .. . If you accept your politics 
from the Fope you are unworthy of citi- 


zenship in any country in the world 
save the Vatican City. 

“When politics gets into the Church 
it’s almost always wrong politics. And 
oh, oh, Catholic people, is it not time for 
you to let loose your hold of the political 
apron-strings of the Church? The Cath- 
olic Irish of America must feel very 
unhappy to find themselves compelled to 
be on the side of Franco in Spain.” And 
so on at length and with rising intensity ! 
At the conclusion Father O’Flanagan re- 
ceived a tremendous ovation from the 
huge crowd and a collection of $10,000 
for the Spanish Loyalist (which is the 
Communist) cause. 

Cardinal Goma, the Primate of Spain, 
says: “The war must be ended without 
compromise or reconciliation. . . . It is 
necessary to extirpate all the putrefac- 
tion of lay legislature. We are in com- 
plete agreement with the [Franco] Na- 
tionalist government which never takes 
a step without consulting me and obey- 
ing me.” 


A mission school in the Transkei, 
South Africa, is the subject of a letter 
from Lionel Fletcher in The Life of 
Faith. He marveled at the neatness of 
their exercise books and the mentality 
which enabled them to take examina- 
tions in English, a foreign language: 

“I shall never forget those hundreds 
of black faces, those glowing eyes, the 
light and shade of varying emotions 
passing over their countenances, as sun- 
light and shadows over the face of the 
sea. They had sung a hymn in their 
own language, thrillingly. Then came 
prayer, during which hundreds of black, 
curly heads were bowed before God in 
silence, till the Lord’s Prayer rolled up 
to Heaven in a rich volume of husky 
voices, blending, rising, and falling, and 
finally ending with a rich ‘Amen.’ 

‘I spoke to them in English, which 
they all understood. There was an abso- 
lute silence except once, when I de- 
scribed the death of a Samoan’s wife 
and baby at the hands of a wild native 
of New Guinea, where the Samoan was 
a missionary. Then one sharp ejacula- 
tion came from every mouth simulta- 
neously, followed again by tense silence. 

“I appealed to them not to be satisfied 
with a formal profession of Christianity 
but to follow their studies with the one 
burning object of winning their own 
people and tribes for their Saviour. I 
was able to tell them that many of the 
natives of the South Seas, after their 
conversion, had become missionaries, 
carrying the Good News to neighboring 
islands, and that many had become mar- 
tyrs. It seemed as if God laid his hand 
on me that day. I felt that here were 
600 intelligent, educated Christian 
natives who might go out as burning 
evangelists to win their own people. 
So I spoke from the fullness of my 
heart.”

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


OD is called the “God of truth” 
G (Isa. 65:16). The Holy Spirit is 

the “Spirit of truth’ (John 16: 
13). Christ said, “I am... the truth” 
(John 14:6). No one can have fellow- 
ship with the Holy Trinity who does 
not walk in the truth (2 John 4; 3 John 
4). God desires truth in the inward 
parts (Psa. 51:6). Falsehood of every 
kind is hateful to him. There is noth- 
ing that so manifests the alienation of 
the natural man from God as hig ten- 
dency to falsehood. Of the wicked we 
are told that they go astray from their 
very birth speaking lies (Psa. 58:3). 
Satan himself is the father of lies (John 
8:44). It is he who injects the venom 
of untruthfulness into the heart of man 
(Acts 5:3). Only by the new birth can 
this lying spirit be overcome. It is as 
the regenerated man yields himself to 
God as one alive from the dead that he 
learns to delight in the truth objectively 
revealed and to walk in the truth sub- 
jectively. 


The Historical Setting 


The lesson for today is made up of 
various portions bearing on the general 
theme of untruthfulness as forbidden by 
the law and expounded by the Lord on 
earth, and enforced by the Holy Spirit 
through the apostle Paul in the Epistle 
to the Ephesians. 


Verse by Verse 

Exod. 20:16—‘Thou shalt not bear 
false witness.” The Ninth Command- 
ment strictly forbids dishonesty or lying, 
which is contrary to that love for one’s 


10Or, know. 2Or, When one speaketh a lie, he speaketh of 
his own: for his father also is a liar. * Zech. 8:16.

speak every man 
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neighbor which the law commands. Men 
utterly resent it when others lie to or 
about them. We should be just as care- 
ful not to utter a falsehood ourselves. 


Matt. 15:19—“Out of the heart pro- 
ceed... false witness.” Jesus traces dis- 
honesty to its source. It is one of the 
unholy products of the unclean, natural 
heart. The heart is synonymous with 
the soul, the inward being. “From 
within” proceed all manner of evil 
thoughts (Mark 7:21). Nor can any 
man change the condition of his own 
heart. Hence the need of the new birth 
(John 3:3). 


Verse 20.—“The things which defile a 
man.” So corrupt and sinful is the hu- 
man heart that it pours forth a polluted 
stream of iniquity which constantly de- 
files the whole man, and this is true of 
all men everywhere, by nature, for “that 
which is born of the flesh is flesh” (John 
3:6). 


John 8:42.—“If God were your Father.” 
Scripture does not warrant the modern 
teaching of the universal Fatherhood of 
God, except in the sense that he is the 
Creator of all men (Acts 17:28). The 
natural man is estranged from God, as 
his works make manifest. 


Verse 43.—“Ye cannot hear my word.” 
The Word of the incarnate Son of God 
falls unheard on sin-deafened ears, un- 
less the Holy Spirit prepares the heart 
to hear. 


Verse 44—“The devil ... is.” Note 
how definitely Jesus insists on the per- 
sonality of the Devil. He is a murderer 
and a liar ever seeking to destroy men 
whom God loves and for whom he sent 
his Son. 


Verse 45.—“I tell you the truth.” In 
everything the Lord Jesus is the direct

contrast to Satan. He is the truth and 
proclaims the truth, yet men believe him 
not. 


Verse 46—“Which of you convinceth 
me of sin?” No one then, nor in all the 
ages since, has been able to point to a 
flaw in his character or a sin in his life. 
This lifts him out of and above all the 
rest of mankind. And so he asks, “Why 
do ye not believe me?” What is your 
answer? 


Verse 47.—“He that is of God heareth 
God’s words,” and vice versa. Christ is 
the supreme test. To be right with God 
he must be acknowledged as Master and 
Lord. 


Eph. 4:25.—“Putting away lying, speak 
. truth.” This exhortation is ad- 
dressed to all believers, members of the 
new creation. Begotten again by the Word 
of truth (Jas. 1:18), Christians are to 
avoid ali falsehood and, as members. one 
of another, be frank and true in all their 
words and ways. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


What the law forbids, the heart of 
the unrenewed man produces. It is like 
a field full of noxious weeds. which 
thrive despite all effort to curb or de- 
stroy them. By the new birth men be- 
come “partakers of the divine nature” 
(2 Pet. 1:4) and so learn to delight in 
those things which please God, for the 
new life imparted is heavenly in origin 
and uncontaminated by lust. Never- 
theless, the old nature abides until the 
day when the returning Christ shall 
transform these bodies of our humilia- 
tion, hence the importance of the ex- 
hortations to uprightness, honesty, and 
integrity that abound in the Epistles, 
where true Christian life is set forth in 
all its fullness.

Apart from the saving grace of God 
there would be absolutely no hope for 
sinful men because of the inevitable ten- 
dency of the human heart to deceit and 
lying. In Christ was found no guile 
(1 Pet. 2:22). But no son of Adam’s 
race has been free from this vice. How 
wondrous the grace that led the sinless 
One to be made sin for us, that we 
might be delivered from the awful pen- 
alty of the violated law (2 Cor. 5:21). 


Disregard for the truth makes for lack 
of confidence in the entire social struc- 
ture. When members of the same fam- 
ily lie one to the other, when business 
men deceive those with whom they deal, 
when statesmen consider lying a neces- 
sary component part of political life, 
need we wonder that the nations are 
tottering and men’s hearts failing them 
for fear of what is coming on the earth? 
(Luke 21:26.) 


The Christian is to be an example of 
truthfulness in all his ways. He has 
been quickened by the Spirit of truth 
and is to be sanctified by the Word of 
truth. Deceit is obnoxious to the One 
who dwells within him. Fellowship 
with God can only be in the truth, even 
as worship must be “in spirit and in 
truth” (John 4:23). 


Practical and Personal Applications 


Judged by the standard of the Word 
of God, what man can plead “not guilty” 
to the charge of dishonesty in word or 
behavior? 


Do we condone in ourselves or others 
the vice of lying, which is so obnoxious 
to God? 

If you have tried in vain to cleanse 
your life from dishonesty and other 
evils, why not hand all over to the 
One who is “the holy and the true,” who 
alone can give deliverance? 

Nothing can tame a lying tongue but 
the grace of God in the heart. Do you 
know the blessedness of this? 

Think of the pain and grief caused by 
the sin of lying.

Is a lie ever necessary? We may be 
sure it is not, for God cannot lie and 
we are called to be imitators of him. 


We need to remember that unconscious 
falsehood is not to be confounded with 
deliberate lying. We are apt to charge 
people with evil intent who were igno- 
rant of facts. 


A lie can be acted as well as uttered. 
Are we careful to walk in the truth? 


Nothing sears the conscience like dis- 
honesty. The first lie is painful, but fre- 
quent falsehoods tend to make the con- 
science inactive. 


The closer we walk with God and 
the more careful we are about little 
things, the more we will detest every 
kind of deceit and will learn to delight 
in the truth. 


Some one has said that one good thing 
about telling the truth is, one does not 
have to try to remember what he said 
before. 


Sentence Summaries of Lesson Truths 


The fact that men have to be put 
on oath in a courtroom shows how 
widely recognized is the tendency to 
tell lies. 

Gehazi imagined no eye or ear saw 
or heard his carefully concocted story 
and wicked behavior, but he reckoned 
without God (2 Kings 5:20-27). 

Notice the vile things with which ly- 
ing is linked in the lists of sins given 
in various parts of the Bible. 


“A lying tongue,” we are told, “is but 
for a moment” (Prov. 12:19), for God 
will not ynermit unrighteousness to be 
hidden forever. 

Men dislike the doctrine of human de- 
pravity, but who has proclaimed it more 
definitely than Christ himself in his de- 
scription ef what springs from the hu- 
man heart? 

The denial of the personality of the 
Devil is the blackest possible indictment 
of the human race, for it necessarily im- 
plies that all the lying and wickedness 
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~of the ages came alone from the heart 


of man without any suggestion from out- 
side. 


It is a sad commentary on the presence 
of the sinful nature in the believer 
that after taking us up to highest heights 
“in heavenly places,” in Ephesians, we 
should need to be exhorted to put away 
lying. 

The unrepentant liar can have no 
place in the heavenly Jerusalem, but 
must dwell forever in the outer dark- 
ness for which his sins have fitted him. 


Just as the wicked revel in their sins, 
and glory in deceit and iniquity, the 
righteous rejoice in holiness and find 
their greatest delight in walking in the 
truth.

“All Have” — Lied.—Out of the heart 
proceed ... thefts, false witness (Matt. 
15:19). “False witness” is just a nice 
way of saying “lies.” Here is a vener- 
able one, told with variations. I do 
not know why the place is always given 
as Pittsburgh ! 

A man in excitement, as though some- 
thing was wrong with him, accosted a 
citizen on a Pittsburgh street, saying, 

“What is the quickest and surest way 
to get to the Mercy Hospital?” 

“See that big policeman over there 
directing traffic? You just go over and 
say, ‘You big bum, you’re a liar!’ When 
you wake up you will be in the Mercy 
Hospital.” 

Now if the man (supposing he took 
the advice) had said, “You’re crazy,” 
or, “You’re a jumbo,” or, “You’re pigeon- 
toed,” or any other false accusation, the 
policeman would just laugh and say, 
“Just another crank.” 

But because he was a liar, and knew 
he was a liar, the accusation becomes an 
insult. David apparently had something 
put over on him that greatly affected 
his tenrper, for in Psalm 116:11 he cries, 
“I said in my haste, All men are liars.” 
Some think David can keep on saying 
it in his leisure. 

The very hardest sin to avoid is the 
sin of lying. How many, gentle reader, 
have you told or acted during the past 
week? “Glad to see you; come right in” 
— you lied to the bore who came to your 
door. Then when he (she) departed you 
lied once more as you said, “Glad you 
called.” And those letters you write 
from the office. “Expect to ship your 
order next week,” when you expect 
nothing of the sort, and are just “stand- 
ing off’ Mr. Impatient Customer. Oh, 
don’t I know! Many is the letter I 
have dictated and when I came to put 
my name to it I have torn it up and 
cried, “Alyce, take this.” And then I 
told the truth. And by the way, I have 
never gotten into trouble by so telling 
the truth. 

Now you know why, when I meet any 
of the “Doing-the-right-thing-don't- 
need-a-Saviour” fellows, I say to myself, 
“Oh, you old liar, you need some one to 
forgive you your sins as badly as 
i Go.” 

Yes, David, you knew what you were 
talking about. God also knows it. That 
is why he sent the Lord Jesus (Jer. 9: 
3; Rev. 21:8, 27). 


The Great Masquerader.—Ye are of 
your father the devil ... he is a liar, 
and the father of it (John 8:44). Some 
one has said, perhaps it was Byron, “A 
lie is truth in masquerade.” When you 
go to a masquerade, perhaps on “Holly 
Eve” (that is how we say it here in 
Chester County), you see all sorts of 
costumes. The last one I attended at 
Rock Run Sunday School, I went as a 
Chinaman, pigtail, long mustache, and 
all. 

All the Chinese I can speak is “Kuei 
Hsing.” So I went around squeaking in 
a small voice, “Gway sing, Gway sing.” 
Which means, according to Dr. Ernest 
Scott of North China, “What is your 
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honorable name,” and according to a mis- 
sionary from the Canton district, “Pull 
down your honorable vest!” It would 
seem from this that the Chinese language 
is in spots like the English. “Look out,” 
means put your head out the car win- 
dow, and “Look out!” means pull it in 
quickly. It all depends upon inflec- 
tion. 

Now the Devil is a great masquerader, 
and his language has more than one 
meaning, and he is the champion make- 
up artist. He transforms himself into 
an angel of light. In Eden he adopted 
the beautiful form of the serpent with 
all the grace of curve and beauty of 
sheen, and so beguiled our first mother 
(2 Cor. 11:14; Gen. 3:13). The father 
of liars plays many parts, as Shakes- 
peare’s Jacques might soliloquize. If 
those who are in our jails and asylums 
and hospitals could be interviewed we 
would have a long list of Satan’s many 
“make-ups” with which he “beguiled” 
his victims. 

Jesus told Peter that Satan desired 
to have him that he might sift him as 
wheat. “But I have prayed for thee,” 
said the Master (Luke 22:31, 32). There 
is only one safe place for a Christian, 
or anyone, and that is right up so close 
to the Lord that we can, like Peter, 
be sure of his prayers for us. He is our 
“Advocate with the Father.” 


The Noble Red Man.—Speak every 
man truth ... for we are members one 
of another (Eph. 4:25). Did you ever 
go out in the barn—or up in the gar- 
ret — and read the “awful dime novels”? 
If you did you belong to my generation, 
and will agree with me they were as 
clean as the evening dew, and in compari- 
son with most present-day Stories they 
were as pure and spotless as the vesture 
of angels, or the bloom of Easter lilies. 

We discovered in these stories of “the 
wild-and-woolly West” that our red 
brother had three great Virtues. He be- 
lieved in one Great Spirit. He hoped 
to go to the Happy Hunting Grounds (a 
la Swedenborgian idea). And to top 
it all, he did not know how to lie. 

Yes, siree, Jim, when Big Chief Run- 
ning Horse brought in the report, Daniel 
Boone never for a minute questioned its 
truth. And when later we got into the 
“Leather Stocking” (Cooper’s) stories, 
—the “Last of the Mohicans,” for ex- 
ample,—our admiration for the noble 
red man grew apace as we witnessed his 
truth and fidelity. 

Here is what William Penn, the 
Quaker, has to say about lying: “When 
thou art obliged to speak, be sure to 
speak the truth. Equivocation is half 
way to lying, and lying is the whole 
way to hell” (John 8:44). With such a 
firm conviction about lying, when Penn 
came in contact with the truthful Indians 
there was no distrust on either side, and 
the Quaker settlers and the Indians got 
along without any friction. “They spoke 
every men truth and became members 
one of another.” 

I like the following from Henry Ward 
Beecher: “A lie is a very short wick 
in a very small lamp. The oil of repu- 
tation is very soon sucked up and gone. 
And just as soon as a man is known to 
lie he is like a two-foot pump in a hun- 
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dred-foot well. He cannot touch bottom 
at all.” And Beecher adds, “Even a liar 
tells a hundred truths to one lie; he has 
to, to make the lie good for any- 
thing.” 

Jesus said, “I am the truth.” When 
you can truthfully say with Paul, “Christ 


liveth in me,” you need not worry (Gal. . 


2:20).

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 

Put up your poster for this command- 
ment beneath the last one. To small chil- 
dren this is one of the most important 
commandments, because lying is such a 
common sin that most people have for- 
gotten that it is sin! 











ODAY I want you to look at our 

poster. “Thou shalt not bear false 
witness against thy neighbour,” and it 
is a command not to tell lies about a 
neighbor. This is the ninth of the Ten 
Commandments. 

Paul tells us in Ephesians 4:25 to put 
away lying, and speak truth with our 
neighbors. 

And in Revelation 21:8, John tells us 
all liars will have their part in hell, and 
cannot enter Heaven. 

So you see, lying is a terrible sin; but 
I am not going to ask you if you ever 
told a lie. I hear boys and girls lie to 
their mothers, and lie to their teachers. 
I hear mothers lie to their children.: I 
hear husbands lie to their wives, and 
wives lie to their husbands. And every 
lie brings trouble and punishment. 

A long time ago there was a man 
named Gehazi, and he was the servant 
of Elisha the prophet. One day Naa- 
man, the great Syrian general, came 
down to the land of Israel, to Elisha, to 
be healed of his leprosy. Because he 
was so thankful, he wanted to give 
Elisha a present, but Elisha would not 
take a thing. 

But after Naaman was gone, Gehazi, 
Elisha’s servant, said to himself, “Elisha 
wouldn’t take anything, but I’ll run after 
him and get something for myself.” And 
so he ran and overtook Naaman, and 
told him Elisha had sent him, because 
two young men had come from Mt. 
Ephraim, and they needed two changes 
of garments and a talent of silver. Naa- 
man gave him what he asked and an- 
other talent of silver also, and sent two 
servants back to carry them. Gehazi 
took the things and put them in the 
house and sent the servants away. 

Then he went in to Elisha. And Elisha 
asked him, “Where have you been, Ge- 
hazi?” And Gehazi said, “I haven’t 
been away.” But God gave Elisha power 
to know just what Gehazi had done, and 
he told the lying servant that the leprosy 
of Naaman should be on him and his 
family forever. What an awful thing — 
because of lying. 

If you have a lying heart, ask the Lord 
Jesus to take it away and give you a 
new heart that loves Him and hates a 
lie.

Will you glance down there at the Lit- 
tle Jetts column a moment and note the 
consequences of lying? Picture No. 1 
—a whispered lie. What good could it

THe S’1N OF LYING 
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possibly do anyone? It may or may not 
have hurt the one on whom it was told; 
but one thing certain: it made a deep 
scar in the soul of the one who told it. 
Picture No. 2— The “father of liars” get- 
ting in his first deadly lie to Eve, mother 
of the race, by which he started tragic 
sin in the human family — ultimately 
making it necessary that Jesus Christ, 
the Son of God, should be crucified and 
die on Calvary, that the guilt of sin 
might be removed (Gen. 3:4). Did 
Satan gain anything for himself by that? 
“And the devil that deceived them was 
cast into the lake of fire and brimstone, 
where the beast and the false prophet 
are, and shall be tormented day and 
night for ever and ever” (Rev. 20:10). 
Picture No. 3— Cain lied to God. When 
God asked him, “Where is Abel thy 
brother?” he replied, “I know not” (Gen. 
4:9). Then he added insolence to his 
lie, saying, “Am I my brother’s keeper?” 
Cain went out from God’s presence a 
fugitive and a vagabond on the face of 
the earth. Picture No. 4— Jacob lied 
to Isaac, his blind old father, thereby 
stealing the blessing that belonged to 
his brother Esau (Gen. 27:24). Jacob 
suffered agony of mind for that piece 
of deception long years after, and was 
terror-stricken later upon meeting his 
brother whom he had defrauded. Pic- 
ture No. 5 — Gehazi, Elisha’s servant, lied 
to Naaman, the Syrian general, to ob- 
tain goods—then lied to his master 
about it (2 Kings 5:20-27). Result: 
Gehazi was cursed with leprosy and so 
were all his descendants forever. Is it 
possible to estimate the misery that was 
the fruit of two lies, uttered probably 
within a single hour? It is reasonable to 
suppose that some of those wretched 
lepers in the East today, now nearly 
three thousand years later, have Gehazi 
to thank for their plight, if Elisha’s 
curse upon his lying servant held true. 
Picture No. 6—Chief priests and the 
elders bribing the soldiers to spread the 
false report that the body of Jesus had 
been taken out of the tomb by his dis- 
ciples while the guard slept (Matt. 28: 
11-15); but it was of no avail. The 
miracle resurrection of Jesus from the 
tomb is today one of the best estab- 
lished facts of history. Picture No. 7— 
Sapphira, with her lie of four little one- 
syllable words, “Yea, for so much,” 
bringing down upon herself the same 
death-dealing stroke that had just 
shortly before been visited upon her 
husband. They were buried together. 

So, fellows, you see in the first place 
it is sheer folly to resort to lying —#in 
any degree; it only brings sorrow. And 
in the last place it is well-nigh fatal, 
if not quite so. God says, “Thou shalt 
not bear false witness,” and that is final.

UTH and Clara were sitting in the 

same classroom seat, studying from 
the same reader. When Ruth discov- 
ered that. Clara was waiting for her 
to finish the page, she whispered, “How 
can you read so fast?” 

“Ruth, were you talking?” asked the 
teacher. 

“No, ma’am.” 

“Clara, was Ruth talking?” 

“Yes, ma’am, she was.” 

Ruth bowed her head; her cheeks 
burned. It seemed as though a tre- 
mendous weight were crushing her to 
the floor. She was not angry with the 
teacher, nor was she angry with Clara, 
but, oh, she was so ashamed because all 
these classmates had discovered her in 
an untruth.

1. Why do people tell lies? (The fol- 
lowing suggestions may serve as a guide 
in the discussion): 


(1) Can you recall instances of peo- 
ple practicing deceit to avoid punish- 
ment for other offenses? People mur- 
der, steal, cause accidents, indulge in 
forbidden practices. Then, to hide their 
guilt, they deny what they have done. 


(2) How do people lie in order to 
prevent ridicule? Frances had stood 
quietly in front of the living room clock 
in a neighbor’s house for such a long 
time that finally the neighbor lady 
asked, “Do you want to know the time?” 
Because Frances was ashamed to ad- 
mit that it took her so long to figure 
the time of day, she merely replied, 
“No, I just think the clock is pretty.” 

How may we encourage others fo 
tell the truth regardless of punishment 
or ridicule? If our neighbors could al- 
ways trust us to love, and understand, 
and forgive them as we apparently love, 
understand, and forgive ourselves, per- 
haps many such “follow up” sins as 
lying could be averted, and more souls 
could be rescued for the Lord (Jas. 5: 
16, 19, 20). 

Did you notice that we spoke of ly- 
ing as a “follow up” sin? It might also 
be called a “parasite” sin because al- 
most invariably lying is connected with 
some other offense.

lie might not, in itself, be wrong, as in 
the case of Frances and the clock, but 
every falsehood is wrong and opens a 
wedge for greater evils. 

(3) How do people bear false witness 
for personal gain? What did Ananias 
and Sapphira hope to gain by their de- 
ception? (Briefly review Acts 5:1-11.) 

Turn to our lesson text in chapter five 
of Second Kings. 1. What had been 
done for Naaman, the leper? (v. 14.) 2. 
Why had Elisha refused Naaman’s gifts? 
In reality it was the Lord and not Elisha 
who had performed the miracle (v. 16). 
3. What lie did Gehazi tell to Naaman? 
(v. 22.) 4. What did Gehazi do with 
his gifts in order to cover his sin? (v. 
24.) 5. What was-his second lie? (v. 25.) 
6. Gehazi’s punishment? (v. 27.) 


2. What are some of the consequences 
of lying? 
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NOW IS THE TIME to Consider 
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Do the apparent “benefits” of lying 
have permanent value? Liars may “get 
by” for a long time, but what happens 
to their personalities? Read Psalm 52: 
1-4. People lose confidence in a liar 
(Prov. 25:18, 19). He does not make a 
dependable employee, nor a trustworthy 
friend (Psa. 35:11; Prov. 14:5). 

How does God consider lying? Please 
turn to Proverbs 6:16-19. We may fool 
human beings, but we cannot hide our 
conduct from our Creator. We might 
consider Revelation 3:1-3 as a warning 
to those who have failed to declare the 
truth. 

Here is another tremendous consider- 
ation. There will be no room for liars 
in Heaven because the glory of God’s 
Home cannot be defiled (Rev. 21:21-27; 
22:14, 15). 

3. What is the cure for lying? 

Since lying is caused by “heart trou- 
ble” (Matt. 15:19, 20), the cure must re- 
new the heart (Eph. 4:22-25). (1) Are 
you willing to confess the truth in the 
case of any deception which you have 
not yet adjusted? (2) Are you willing 
to “put away lying” from your conver- 
sation? (3) Are you willing to make a 
new goal for your speech? Read Prov- 
erbs 8:6 in connection with our Memory 
Verse. Only under such circumstances 
is our speech worth hearing. 

You may think, “Oh, I cannot always 
speak the truth.” Remember: “Not I, 
but Christ” (Gal. 2:20), and our Mem- 
ory Verse for last week (Phil. 4:13). 

There is another side to our prob- 
lem today. You can trust in the Lord 
to “keep the door” of your own lips, but 
you cannot control the lips of others. 
For just such predicaments as that God’s 
Word gives us reassurance. When others 
bear false witness against us as Chris- 
tians, we may “rejoice, and be exceeding 
glad” (Matt. 5:11, 12). The Lord will

HEN, several months ago, a cer- 

tain physician placed upon the 
market a remedy that unexpectedly 
caused the death of a number of per- 
sons there was a great stir. Govern- 
ment agents went into action running 
down every possible recipient of the 
poisonous remedy. Newspapers warned 
the public against the remedy, and 
wheels were set in motion to prose- 
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cute the physician who had inadver- 
tently caused the damage. 

But every day of the week poison is 
shipped to every section of our land 
and sold over the counter to men and 
women, and all too often to minors, 
and not a cry is raised by our news- 
papers or radio. On the contrary, we 
can scarcely find a popular magazine 
or newspaper that does not carry en- 
ticingly worded advertisements urging 
its readers to try this or that particular 
brand of poison. Into our homes, over 
the radio, comes the recommendation 
for this or that brand of wine or beer, 
the taste for which develops into a 
taste for something stronger.

The situation would be bad enough 
if the poison sold by the corner saloon 
or through the state liquor store in- 
jured only the drinker. But the sad 
part of it is that it sends him out to 
injure others. The Anti-Saloon League 
of America published, a few weeks 
ago, an incident copied fromi the Wash- 
ington Evening Star. It told of a man 
and his wife and four-year-old daugh- 
ter, residents of a suburb of Washing- 
ton, who were on their way to the 
historic G. A. R. Gettysburg reunion a 
few months ago. A car coming from 
the opposite direction veered swiftly 
across the highway, sideswiped an au- 
tomobile in front of the one in which 
the family were traveling, and crashed 
broadside into their machine. 

The little girl was lifted from the 
wreckage, her tiny body broken, and 
apparently lifeless. Her parents were 
unconscious. The other driver wan- 
dered about aimlessly holding his hands 
to his face. His injury was slight. He 
had been drinking. The injured were 
rushed to the hospital. The little girl 
was still alive. Her skull was frac- 
tured, her thigh was broken, and there 
were multiple internal injuries. Her 
mother had a brain concussion, a double 
ankle fracture, and injuries to her back. 
The father was cut and bruised about 
the head. 

The mother recovered rapidly, but 
the little girl lay unconscious for more 
than a month. Her weight dropped 
from fifty to twenty-five pounds. Food 
had to be supplied by means of intra- 
venous feeding. After nine and a half 
weeks she was taken to the Johns Hop- 
kins Hospital in Baltimore for obser- 
vation, and another operation was at 
length necessary. The crash cost her 
father his family savings, and in addi- 
tion he had to borrow funds to care for 
future bills. 

This is only one illustration of what 
drinking costs thousands of innocent 
families. We make laws prohibiting 
drunken driving, but we do nothing to 
prevent drivers from getting stuff that 
will send them out to menace every 
other person upon the highway.

The Lord Jesus made it plain when 
he said, “It is impossible but that of- 
fenses will come” (Luke 17:1), that 
we need not expect to fix up this old 
world so that there shall never be 
those who seek to prey upon the weak- 
nesses and vices of their fellow men. 
Absolute righteousness in government 
and in social conditions can only come 
when the Lord Jesus himself returns 
to set them straight. But he never 
taught that we are not to restrain such 
forces as far as possible. In fact, in 
the very next verse to the one quoted 
above he showed the personal account- 
ability of every one through whom 
such conditions are permitted to pre- 
vail. “It were better for him that a 
millstone were hanged about his neck, 
and that he were drowned in the depth 
of the sea, than that he should offend 
one of these little ones” (Luke 17:2). 
Our offense may not be the actual 
manufacture or sale of intoxicants, but 
our indifference and carelessness may 
be the means through which such con- 
ditions continue.

Universal Bible Sunday 


ECEMBER 11 this year should be a 

time for thanksgiving among Chris- 
tian people, for at least some portion 
of the Bible has been translated into 
a thousand languages. The day has been 
chosen by the American Bible Society, 
as in former years, for the observance 
of Universal Bible Sunday. 

The Society has issued a striking 
poster, in green, gold, and black, show- 
ing a map of the world with the names 
of every dialect and language into 
which some portion of the Scripture 
has been translated printed across and 
around the map, with the dates of all 
the translations; and a copy of the Bible 
open at the second chapter of the Book 
of Acts. The actual number of the lan- 
guages and dialects in which translations 
were printed and listed by the end of 
1937 is 1,008. ‘The poster contains the 
entire list of these languages in chrono- 
logical order. 

In addition to the poster, the Ameri- 
can Bible Society has issued a very fine 
review of the history of these transla- 
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tions entitled “And Now... in A Thou- 
sand Tongues,” by Eric M. North, one 
of the general secretaries of the Society. 
This booklet of twenty-four large pages 
is packed with interesting facts. It con- 
tains a facsimile of the first page of the 
Gospel of St. John in Sakata, a dialect 
of Africa, which is the one-thousandth 
language in the list of translations. 

The poster and the booklet are not 
by any means of any temporary value, 
for many churches and Sunday schools 
will wish to keep the booklet for refer- 
ence and perhaps frame the poster and 
keep it on permanent display. The 
brochure, “And Now ...In A Thousand 
Tongues,” and a folded copy of the 
poster will be sent free upon request 
to any pastor. An unfolded copy will 
be supplied in a tube to any church de- 
siring one for framing. A charge of 
15 cents is made for handling and mail- 
ing such extra copies. The supply war- 
rants the furnishing of only one to a 
church. The brochure contains many 
suggestions for the observance of Uni- 
versal Bible Sunday. The brochure pre- 
pared for the observance of the same 
day last year, entitled “The Fountain of 
Life,” contained more detailed sugges- 
tions, and copies of these also may be 
had (one to a church) as long as the 
supply holds _ out. Communications 
should be addressed to the American 
Bible Society, Bible House, Park Avenue 
and Fifty-seventh Street, New York 
City.

led the Duncans into a daring new mis- 
sionary enterprise in Joazeiro, Brazil, a 
city where no missionary had ever 
labored and there was not a single evan- 
gelical believer. Mr. Duncan was un- 
forgettably thrilled when the finger of 
God was revealed to him. 

There is a thrill for the reader who 
learns of the many miracles of grace 
God wrought in that most unpromising 
field within five short years. The cli- 
mate was deadly. Friends strove to dis- 
suade, saying that they would be dead 
within four months. “The picture 
painted was unattractive, but what could 
we do? We were under orders... . It 
would be glorious to risk something for 
Him!” They risked everything, and it 
involved not only climatic hardship but 
persecution such as the apostle Paul en- 
dured. The story of their adventure and 
of what God wrought through it in five 
years is far more thrilling than fiction. 
The account of their farewell meeting 
with the thriving young church they 
had founded recalls vividly Paul’s part- 
ing from the Ephesian elders at Mile- 
tus. 


Evangelize or Fossilize! By Herbert 
Lockyer, D.D. (Bible Institute Colpor- 
tage Association, 843 N. Wells St., Chi- 
cago, 35 cents.) The drastic title is 
compellingly justified in this call to “do 
the work of an evangelist,” for the 
author writes from experience and deep 
conviction, with history as his teacher 
—and the Word of God. Beginning 
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with an interesting interpretation of 
the command given Peter, “Launch out 
into the deep,” he suggests new mean- 
ings for “deep,” the deep of service and 
surrender particularly. Having sounded 
a call to become “fishers of men,” the 
author proceeds to give wise counsel as 
to how to become effective soul-win- 
ners. The chapter on technique is fol- 
lowed by one of warning against “Perils 
of Evangelism.” Then is described the 
ideal evangelist, with the six passions 
drawn from Bunyan’s portrait of “Evan- 
gelist”’ in “The Pilgrim’s Progress.” 
Jonah is shown to be a typical evangel- 
ist. Last of all, the challenge of our 
age is shown to be the call of Christ 
for heroic self-denial and obedience. In 
a style that is always clear, with a blend 
of prose and poetry, Dr. Lockyer up- 
holds his reputation as a writer true to 
the Bible in this new book, a veritable 
“handbook for evangelism.” 


Sunrise Meditations. By Wendell P. 
Loveless. (Wm. B. Eerdmans Publishing 
Co., Grand Rapids, Mich., cloth, $1; 
stiff paper, 60 cents.) The twenty-two 
meditations in the first section of this 
volume were broadcasts from Station 
WMBI, of the Moody Bible Institute. 
Each one is a clear exposition of a 
Bible text, a complete sermonette, in 
which the expository method is skill- 
fully employed to draw upon the riches 
of the Old and New Testaments. Their 
great value is found in the practical 
help they bring to the problems and 
perplexities of life, for they truly preach 
Christ as an all-sufficient Saviour. In 
doing so they draw upon religious 
poetry and hymns. Sixty pages con- 
tain “Arrows,” pointed truths in poetry 
and prose that were “shot forth” over 
the air. These are illustrations, stories, 
definitions, “prescriptions,” all pointing 
toward a life of fuller consecration. As 
sermon seed thoughts and illustrations 
they will be found most helpful. 
“Thoughts for the day” are brief sen- 
tences for thoughtful meditation. One 
such: “Jesus Christ is no_ security 
AGAINST, storms, but he is perfect se- 
curity IN storms.” The book as a jvhole 
is a veritable gold mine of devotional 
riches. 


Revelation Scripturally MDluminated. 
By Keith L. Brooks. (American Pro- 
phetic League, Inc., 4747 Townsend Ave., 
Los Angeles, Calif., 50 cents.) It is a 
truism that the Bible is its own best 
commentary. A system of Bible study 
has been worked out by Mr. Brooks in 
which the whole Book of Revelation is 
covered with a series of questions neces- 
sitating the reading of the book itself 
in order to answer. A Scripture refer- 
ence is given for each question, and 
there are blank lines upon which the 
answer is then written. The questions 
are in a form that in itself gives a rich 
Bible study, and they are interspersed 
with illuminating comments that serve 
as guiding thoughts. A great number 
of the questions are based upon other 
Scriptures related to Revelation and 
throwing light upon it. A chart of Rev- 
elation by the Rev. Britton Ross is in- 
cluded, and this may be obtained in 
separate form, enlarged and printed in 
colors. The student can well spend many 
days in the study, going as fast or as 
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slowly as desired, and in the end will 
have a valuable commentary that will 
be the result of his own study of the 
Book of books. 


The Unbreakable Wall. By Ethel S. 
Low. (May be had from the author, 
227 Walden St., Modesto, Calif., 50 
cents.) The “wall” of this fine little 
handbook of fourteen Bible lessons is 
the Bible itself, and the individual 
stones are the miracles. Times readers 
know Mrs. Low as the writer of the 
weekly lesson article entitled “For Pri- 
mary Teachers,” and they know she has 
a gift for illustrating Bible truths with 
simple object lessons. In a foreword 
to the teacher in this her latest book, 
Mrs. Low explains how a miniature 
wall may be built in the presence of the 
class as the lessons are taught. 

In the first two chapters Mrs. Low 
tells why she believes the Bible is God’s 
Word; then follow studies of the mir- 
acles of creation, of the patriarchs and 
Moses, and the plagues of Egypt; three 
chapters are devoted to Old Testament 
miracles; three to the miracles of 
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Christ’s earthly life; one to miracles in 
the early Church; one to modern mir- 
acles, giving answers to prayer; and the 
last, “The Seven Fold I Am,” sets forth 
the passages in the Gospel of John in 
which the Lord Jesus used such expres- 
sions as “I am the bread of life.” Ob- 
ject lessons which may be easily pre- 
pared are given at the close of nearly 
all the lessons. This collection of les- 
sons is designed especially to aid teach- 
ers who are working among young folks 
of junior high school age, but there is 
no question that Christian parents and 
teachers will find it valuable among 
older young people and even those of 
college age as a means of strengthen- 
ing their faith in the Bible as the verb- 
ally inspired and infallible Word of 
God.

As he illustrates these words 
he makes the characters of the Bible 
live before us in a graphic manner. 
Some Bible teachers will not agree with 
him in certain of his choices of words. 
As an illustration of this one may ask, 
Is the word that opens Heaven “repent’’? 
Is it not rather saving faith, which al- 
ways includes true repentance? On the 
whole, Dr. Macartney has done his task 
well and has produced a valuable book 
of sermons. 


Illustrated Hymn Talks. By Stella O. 
Barnett. (Fleming H. Revell Co., New 
York, $1.25.) Occasionally at a large 
church gathering or convention, one is 
privileged to see a chalk-talk artist 
sketch some lovely Bible character or 
scene, and the picture remains after . 
the sermon is forgotten. The perform- 
ance has looked easy and yet one knows 
instinctively that it is too difficult for 
untrained fingers to have any hope of 
engaging in such service. But here 
comes Miss Barnett with her simple 
illustrated lessons,—sixteen on relig- 
ious and five on secular subjects, with 
each matched to a hymn or song, and 
the delighted reader is assured that by 
beginning slowly and following her 
plain simple directions, anyone can 
learn to draw colored chalk pictures 
before a public gathering. The mate- 
rials needed are listed and described, 
and every move of the hand is carefully 
guided through the process of picture- 
making. Among the hymns used are 
such familiar subjects as “Silent Night,” 
“Christ Arose,” “The Old Rugged Cross,” 
“Peace, Be Still,” “Whiter Than Snow,” 
and “Let the Lower Lights Be Burn- 
ing.” There are also seed-thoughts and 
outlines for the sermon that may fol- 
low or accompany each drawing. 


Internal Evidence of Inspiration. By 
Harry Rimmer, D.D. (Wm. B. Eerdmans 
Publishing Co., Grand Rapids, Mich., 
$2.) This is the third volume in the 
series of apologetics that will be known 
as the John Laurence Frost Memorial 
Library. It is the only one of the series 
that will deal with the internal evi- 
dence of the inspiration of the Bible. In 
this volume the author takes the position 
that “the Bible does not need defense 
as much as it needs exposition.” He be- 
lieves that “every book of the Bible 
contains proof of its own inspiration.” 
Then he proceeds to enter into a truly 
scientific inquiry as to the nature and 
value of the Bible. 

After stating the issue very clearly, he

Yet 
social affairs of the right sort, even 
mirth-provoking games and stunts, have 
a real place in getting acquainted with 
others and in promoting good fellow- 
ship.

Morgan, “for preaching of the New Tes- 
tament kind, with a great message of 
grace to meet human need, delivered by 
men who realize that they represent a 
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Throne, and have a right to claim sub- 
mission to it.” He defines the essentials 
of a sermon as Truth, Clarity, and Pas- 
sion, and shows, with an abundance of 
illustration, how to develop the text, the 
central message, the introduction, and 
conclusion. The book is based on strong 
convictions and a wealth of experience, 
and it treats its theme with simplicity 
and power. 


Tomorrow Begins Today. By Bertha 
B. Moore. (Wm. B. Eerdmans Publish- 
ing Co., Grand Rapids, Mich., $1.)

Indeed, unless we awaken 
to definite, prayerful action, the dear 
litttle ones in our own homes, churches, 
schools, and neighborhoods will some 
day be lost forever! 


Twelve Famous Evangelists. By James 
Stephen. (Pickering and Inglis, 229 
Bothwell St., Glasgow, Scotland, one 
shilling.) Here is another of the valuable 
“Twelve Persons” series issued by these 
publishers. There are twelve brief life 
sketches, in ninety-six pages, giving the 
main facts and some interesting inci- 
dents in the lives of well-known preach- 
ers of the Gospel. In these pages the 
reader may spend profitable moments 
in the presence of such men as Wesley, 
Whitefield, Chalmers, Spurgeon, Moody, 
Lord Radstock, Torrey, Booth, and 
others. These were talented men, broad 
in their knowledge of human na- 
ture and in experience, fearless, tireless, 
zealous, tactful, and one and all preach- 
ing the same Gospel. Biography of good 
men is always inspiring. This is doubly 
so, for intellectually these men were 
more than a match for men of the world, 
and they cared only for the glory of 
God.

home after a four-year absence. He 
takes his young charges with him on his 
next voyage and they see many strange 
and interesting sights in their voyage 
around the Mediterranean of three thou- 
sand years ago. 


Famous American Athletes of Today: 
Sixth Series. By Harold Kaese and 
others. (L. C. Page and Co., Boston, 
$2.50.) This sixth in the well-known 
Famous American Athletes Series tells 
the story of a number of young Amer- 
icans who have recently set new world 
records on the track, on the tennis and 
racket courts, on the polo field, on the 
baseball diamond, and in the water. 
Among those included are Forrest 
Towns of the University of Georgia, 
who has for eight times broken all pre- 
vious records in the high hurdles; Earl 
Meadows and Bill Sefton of the Univer- 
sity of Southern California, phenomenal 
pole vaulters; Glenn Cunningham, the 
marvelous miler; Charles Leonard .Geh- 
ringer, of baseball fame; Katherine 
Rawls, swimmer; and Cecil Smith, polo- 
ist. It is to be regretted, however, that 
the prize ring is included among the 
American sports with which the book 
deals. 


Midshipman Davy Jones. By Lieuten- 
ant(jg) Raymond J. Toner, U.S.N.R.

Who’s Who in America. Volume 20, 
1938-1939. (A. N. Marquis Co., Chicago, 
$8.85.) For forty years this famous in- 
dex of prominent Americans has been 
issued every two years. As the news- 
magazine Time says, “Names make 
news.” Here are 31,545 biographical 
sketches of outstanding contemporary 
men and women, 2,545 of which are en- 
tirely new, while 2,434 which appeared in 
the 1936-1937 edition have been omitted. 
Death accounts for 1,710 of the missing 
names. The sketches vary in length 
according to the achievements of the 
individuals, some occupying only two 
lines, while others, like those of Colonel 
Lindbergh and John H. Finley, editor 
of the New York Times, take up several 
inches. Those who know what it means 
to get “side-tracked” in a dictionary or 
encyclopedia will have the same experi- 
ence here, for in looking up certain 
names they will find others so interest- 
ing that it will be hard to stop reading. 
These sketches give all the important 
facts of a man’s life, such as his birth- 
day, education and degrees, names of 
his wife and children, books and impor- 
tant articles he has written, church and 
club memberships, present occupation, 
and address. 

In addition to the main body of the 
book, there are several other interest- 
ing features. There is a list of abbre- 
viations; a sociological study of the “vet- 
erans” and “beginners,” showing that the 
favorite marrying age of both groups is 


_twenty-seven and that the average num- 


ber of children is still slightly under two 
per married person; and a geographical 
index occupying over one hundred pages 
and grouping by states and post-office 
addresses all sketches in the book, mak- 
ing it easy to find the names for any 
particular section or locality. 

This is an indispensable reference / 
work for newspaper offices, and public 
and college libraries, and would be a 
valuable addition to the equipment of 
a Bible institute and the offices of re- 
ligious journals. 


A Virtuous Woman. By Oscar Lowry. 
(Zondervan Publishing House, Grand 
Rapids, Mich., $1.) Many Christian lec- 
turers and evangelists have been led to 
hold meetings for “Men Only” and 
“Women Only,” and always the results 
have been good. But still there rises, 
in picture and story of magazine and 
movie, the overwhelming tide of “sex- 
itis,” until the Christian worker is com- 
pelled to acknowledge that sins of this 
category are damning more souls than 
all others combined. Two considera- 
tions are offered as reasons for this 
splendid treatise: first, the plain teach- 
ing of God’s Word, which sets forth in 
precept and example the lusts of the 
flesh to be conquered and the conse- 
quent judgment on those which are not; 
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second, the actual scientific fact that 
next to hunger, the sex impulse is the 
strongest in the human race. Such 
chapter headings as “The Divine Sexual 
Instinct,” “Safeguarding the Daughter’s 
Virtue and the Son’s Chastity,” and 
“Procreation and the Divine Purpose 
of Wedlock,” show that Dr. Lowry is 
treating the subject in relation to what 
God says in his Word. His language 
is not only that of Christian purity but 
of such mingled frankness and restraint 
as to make the book suitable for old 
and young, man or woman, saved or 
unsaved,—a thing which can be said 
of few works of this sort.

6¢ A NGOLA, why don’t you come along 
with us and dig in God’s Garden? 
You know you never help at all!” 

“Why should I, when I much prefer 
to read?” said the little African girl 
crossly, as she bent her head over the 
book she was reading.

Angola, feeling 
very proud of herself, acted as teacher.

So she returned to school, but still 
kept on thinking about the girls and 
some of the women in their eagerness 
to learn. Then one night Angola awoke, 
and it seemed as if a quiet, rather sad, 
voice was saying in her ear, “Angola, 
what about God’s Garden here?” She 
suddenly felt how lazy and selfish she 
had been in never helping in the gar- 
den at all, and she was ashamed of her- 
self.

place on the earth since he, a young 
atheist and scientist, fearing an impend- 
ing attack by gas and bomb, had taken 
the mysterious potion he had discov- 
ered which could suspend life indefi- 
nitely. This was just before the awful 
cataclysm that wrecked the land and 
buried him in his little cabin, from 
which more than two hundred years 
later he was carried and by his own 
directions brought back to life again. 

Fantastic? Yes, but the method by 
which the author has been able, in this 
imaginary tale, to transport a life from 
our own day and set it down in the 
midst of conditions that may prevail on 
the earth two hundred years after Christ 
has come back to reign in person, is 
seemingly no more remarkable than are 
many of the scientific achievements that 
have become commonplace in the life- 
time of those living on the earth today. 
With great skill he has produced a novel 
based upon life as he believes it will be 
under millennial conditions, and so mar- 
velously yet naturally has he developed 
his theme that one turns with a sigh of 
regret from that other day that is to be, 
to find himself still in the midst of a 
world dominated by sin and sorrow, tur- 
moil and disaster. 

To those who enjoy a good story the 
book appeals from its very unusualness. 
It is a gripping romance, well told, full 
of bright, entertaining people and hap- 
penings, and with an element of con- 
stant surprise as Cecil becomes ac- 
quainted with the amazing changes that 
have taken place. Every phase of so- 
ciety has been altered, yet life goes on 
with the same busy, happy days, lacking 
only those things which vex and spoil. 

But to the Christian and serious stu- 
dent of prophecy the book brings its 
greatest thrill. Such may wish to read 
first of all the Appendix, where are 
given concisely the Scripture references 
upon which the story is based. One can 
but marvel that, with the world reeling 
and staggering from the impact of the 
powers of evil, those who know and 
teach God’s Word should miss the com- 
fort and pass over as in a dream the 
many clear prophecies that must relate 
to a time not yet come, but which must 
as surely be fulfilled in Christ’s Second 
Coming to the earth as were the equally 
plain prophecies relating to His First 
Coming. To all who must face unhappi- 
ness in their own lives or in the lives 
of others, what a world of hope and joy 
the study of these Scriptures will bring! 
All Bible readers have seen them, have 
doubtless read them times without num- 
ber, yet have never thought through 
them or attempted even to imagine what 
it would mean to have them interpreted 
into everyday life and experience. For 
the story, while rarely if at all quoting 
from the Bible as such, is true to Scrip- 
ture. The most startling sociological 
phenomena will be found on a little 
thought to be, in all probability, only a 
logical fulfillment of some very familiar 
prophetic passage. 

The author has shown great wisdom 
in what he refrains from attempting to 
picture as well as in what he elaborately 
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portrays. From beginning to end one is 
conscious of the power and presence on 
earth of the Lord Christ, the one and 
only “Man who could not sin”; yet there 
is no picturing of his person, and only 
with the greatest delicacy of touch is 
there given a representation of that 
heavenly people who, according to Rev- 
elation, will have access to this earth 
yet not belong to it. In some respects 
the book would seem to be one of the 
most remarkable ever written.
